I. Claims 1-12, drawn to performing automated medical assignment of insurance 
claims, classified in class 705, subclass 3. 

II. Claims 13-20, drawn to performing automated medical referral and manual 
medical referral of insurance claims, classified in class 705, subclass 4. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope and are 
not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is separately usable. In 
the instant case, subcombination I has separate utility such as automatically determining 
whether medical assignment of an insurance claim is warranted and forwarding the claim to an 
integrated case management system of the assignment is warranted. Subcombination II has 
separate utility such as automatically determining whether medical referral of an insurance claim 
is warranted and providing the option to perform a manual medical referral of the insurance 
claim. Although the specification indicates that the subcombinations can be used together, they 
each have separate utility as well. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

3. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification, as well as 
requiring a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), restriction for examination purposes 
as indicated is proper. 

4. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention.
